twice as many positions as applicants

will wear the badge

Sometimes you can have too 
much of a good thing. That's the 
case at tl» Virginia Beach Police 
D^artment. 

In March it gained dty coun- 
cil's approval for the fundus of 
50 new law enforceiAetit 
*4H^tions. Now the deiMrtment is 
having trouble finding people to 
nil them. 
"We are getting appUcuits," 
[said Gayle Koscho, testing and 
iselecting coordinator for the 
{Virginia teach Department of 
f Personnd. "We have about ISO. 
The problem is we have tmcem 
many openings." 



With the police department's 
normal attrition rate and the new 
positions, she said, the personnd 
department expects to fill 60 to 70 
vacandes. Because only one oilt 
of every 10 applicants makes it 
through the hiring process, the 
250 applicMions they now have 
may only fill half of the 
positions. 

Koscho the city's personnel 
(tepartment^ search to fill the 
positions has included adver- 
tiMments across the state and in- 
to North Carolina. "We'>^ been 
tddng applications for the police 
recruit position since March," 
shr said, The personnel offue 
tako applications from police of- 
fice alreuiy certified in the sUte 
of Virginia year-round. 

Koscho said the personnel

Council moves on development 
historic Ferry Farm House

Even w^ the imposition of 13 
conditions, fodr city council 
monbos withheld their support 
of a plan for the Old Donation 
Farm Partnership for the 
devdopmoit of 32.8 a^es on the 
Lynnhaven Rivo. 

By a vote of 7-4, coundl Mon- 
day afternoon approved three 
variances aiHl two conditional use 
permits which will allow the 
developer to use open space 
promotion in the development of 
the 39-lot subdivision. The 
property, which is zoned R-3 
Residential, could have been 
developed into 39 tots by the con- 
ventional subdivision process. 

Hie i^an had b^n opposed by 
area roktoits for reasons that 
had to do with tjxieu, safety, 
ti'affic, (^n space areas, and the 
arclMol<^cal and historkal value 
of the site. 

One of tfie main considerations 
was the fate of the hitioric Fory 
Fvm House, the conditions 
require that the developer 
establish a long-term use and 
maintenanM irfan for the house, 
that the house and 15 feet 
surrounding it be deeded to the 
Virpnia Bach Art Cento, that 
the deed stiipulate that the house 
friu ttens be twn down or used 
tfis a dwelling, that the walk««y 
loMUng to the house be con- 
^j^aeA a public ««Ucway. tiwt 
tl« parkiiv i^msapt nnutruiXed 
to ^RxnmodMe vidtcm to the 
house, ud that the $100,000 
whkdi the dx't^spa offoed for 
r^wiit to tte house be mi^e 
a^iM^ ^(M" to the ude of the 
hJts. 



Retaining some areas for ar- 
cheological dip or delaying con- 
struction until dip were com- 
pleted woe not acUressed by the 
conditions.

Otho law enforcement offieos 
from police departments along 
route to Richmond will assist of- 
fieos from this area in carrying 
the "Flame of Hope" to a 
stadium in Richmond's Robins 
Cento where the 1987 Spedal

June ushers in the hurricane season and Virginia 
Beach residents are well acquainted with what that 
means. With devastating power, hurricanes can 
cause havoc evtn if they are "near misses." 

On June 3, in preparation for the 6-month long 
hurricane s^son, the city of Virginia Beach con- 
ducted a four-hour "emergency operations drill." 
The drill, named CHEX-87, for Coastal Hurricane 
Exercise, is sponsored in conjunction with the State 
Department of Emergency Services, the U.S. Navy, 
and the jurisdictions of Norfolk, Newport News, 
Hampton, Chesapeake and Portsmouth. 

According to Lee Eskey, emergency services 
coordinator for the city of Virginia Beach, ap- 
proximately 35 Virginia Beach employees, 
primarily department heads and assistants, will 
take part in CHEX-87 to review or become familiar 
with emergency procedure. Wanting to be fully 
prepared in the event of an actual city-wide 
emergency, these supervisory people conducted a 
"table top" exercise, simulating what would take 
place if a hurricane should approach the city. 

Mock emergency conditions were presented and 
those participating learned how to respond to the 
hypothetical situations, how to respond to citizen's 
questions and how to disseminate information to 
the media.

Police are high priority 

As Virginia Beach grows, it is incumbent upon 
the city to meet the needs of its citizens. One of the 
most important needs of the city is to provide 
adequate protection of its citizens through the 
police department. 

The recent moved by city council to incrase the 
number of personnel in the city's police department 
was a wise move. While arguments might be made 
for funding other city programs, building up the 
city's law enforcement capabilities is important to 
the rest of the city's smooth operation as it grows. 

With the city expanding so rapidly, the police 
department must have the manpower numbers to 
cover the area; not only with men just in the street, 
but such population growth also entails having the 
necessary support staff. Even when things are 
quiet, having police presence on the streets can be 
the deterrent which k^ps things quiet. 

Having an adequate number of policemen on the 
force is also helpful because the department work- 
load is spread out among more people. The 
policeman's job is hard enough without having to 
wOTk overtime to make sure special events are 
covered adequately. 

To develop other city programs and departments 
beyond the abilities of the police department to in- 
sure protection and safety is to invite disaster. The 
city cannot allow itself to become bigger than what 
it can protect. 

Because the city has shown the for^ight to in- 
acase the police force, the citizens of Virginia 
Be^h can r^t a bit more peacefully knowii^ that 
the necessary precautions have been taken to 
IM-ovide for their protation. — J.D.B.

In this day and age of jet 
propulsion where we can land 
men on the moon and circum- 
navigate the globe, I am still 
amazed at how abori^nes in 
Australia created the 
boomerang. 

I am bewildered by the fact 
that without the help of wind 
tunnels, awodynamic research 
centers and space-age 
technology, these stone-age 
hunters developed so simple 
and yet so complex an hunting 
tool. 

If you have ever thrown one 
and watched it fly back you'll 
probably agree , that 
boomerangs are one of life's 
simple wcmders.

My interest in boomerangs 
started when I was 10-years- 
old.

Since then, my fascination 
with boomerangs has never 
stopped. Never a fanatic or 
anyUiing, I have just always 
marvelled at their simplicity. 

Then, after long years later, 
my wife surprised me with a 
bo<Mnerangb of my own for our 
anniversary. That may sound 
like a weird gift, but think 
about it. Different, simple and 
entertaining. For the man who 
as evCTything. it's a good bet he 
doesn't have a bommerang. 

TTie first nice day after I got 
the gift I was out in the nearest 
field testing my skill. I will ad- 
mit 1 had to chase the first 10 or 
12 throws. There isn't anything 
magic about it, when you throw 
it correctly, it comes back, if 
you don't, you chase it. 

One important thing I lear- 
ned about boomerangs — 
don't try to catch <me. Frisbees 
are made of soft plastic and 
have round edges. Boomeruip 
are hard, and sharp. You only 
have to try to catch a 
boomerang once, after the 
feeling comes back to your 
fingers you figure out it might 
be best to let it land on the 
ground then pick it up. 

Right now my boomerang is 
little used. Not bc<ause I dwi't 
want to use it but in this mima 
area there are few open placa 
to throw it safely.

When ' the month of May 
began, the Dow industrial- 
average was at 2286. As we move 
into the first week of June, the 
blue chip index sits at 2291. At 
the Indy SOO, this is known as 
wheel-spinning. 

The market has been in a broad 
trading range for two months 
now. Half the street feels that it is 



a base for moving forward and 
the other half believe it's the top 
that ipeUs bye-bye to the roaring 
buO. 

The financial markets have 
been beaten up due to concern 
about currency and inflation. For 
the moment, tiie dollar has come 
out of free fall and has rallied 
back. 

As for inflation, where's the 
beef? 

Admittedly, oil prices have 



doubled from the bottom but 
they aren't going much higher, 
unless the incident in the Persian 
Gulf worsens. 

The rise in grain price is as 
flimsy as the next rain cloud over 
Kansas. 

Inflation was less than two 
percent last year. It may be in ex- 
cess of four percent this year, but 
no reason for panic. 

On the business front, the 
fourth quarter GNP rise of 4.4 



percent looked spirited enough 
but unless' some consumers start 
to buy a few Chevys, the number 
could be half that in the second 
quarter. 

Last week, Japui unveiled a 
six-trillion yen program to 
stimulate domestic consumption 
and reduce its external trade sur- 
plus. Reports of this program 
triggered a rally in the currency 
and bond markets and could be a 
preliminary move by Japan to 



reduce criticism when the Venice 
summit begins on June 6. 

For the time being, Wall Street 
remains on a pre-summit glide 
path and some swirling gains may 
be seen immediately ahead. 

As for June, since 1973, the 
Dow has advanced on ten oc- 
casions and lost ground three 
times. Now, isn't that in- 
teresting?

ContiiiMd froa |M|e 1 
vestigation, a polygraph test, an 
oral interview with the police 
department review board com- 
mittee and a physical, which 
usually includes a psychological 
test. 

.■^ "It can take two to three mon- 
ths," she said. "The biggest 
problem is with the length of time 
in getting information back from 
the background investigation." 

Sgt. Danny Kappers of the 
police de{»rtment's public affairs 
offK^ said once the field of ap- 
plicants is narrowed by the per- 
sonnel denartment. the aoplican- 



ts have to make it through the 
police department's personnel 
and training program. 

It is the police department 
which puts them through the 
physical agility test, the 
polygraph exam, the background 
investigation, the interview with 
the review board and the medical 
check-up, said Kappers. 

"We hope to start our (Police) 
Academy class on August 17," 
said Kappers. That class, he said, 
takes 14 to 16 weeks to complete. 

The academy covers material 
having to do with laws of arrest, 
arrest procedures, traffic aoddoit 



investigation and many other 
things, said Kappers. "We ru^ 
the punut, ' ' he said . ** * 

Also included is firearm wcH-k'"^ 
at the police firing range iD;, 
Creeds. 

All of his work takes its toll, 
said Kappers. He estimated that 
another 20 percent of the ap- 
plicants are weeded out during 
the process. Only one or two 
drop out for academic reasons, 
said Kappers, for others, it's the 
flring range that is difficult. 

Upon graduation from the 



academy, the new officers must 
still complete a minimum of 160 
hours on patrol with a Field 
Training Officer. "They are 
assigned to the 1st, 2nd or 3rd 
Precincts," said Kappers, "and 
even after thdr time with the 
Field Training Officer they can 
expect a year or two on patrol to 
get street experience before they 
can expect to be moved to any 
special position." 

For those who are interested, 
said Koscho, requirements for 
applicants include: being a high 
school graduate, being 21-years- 



oid at the time of hiring, height 
and wdght must be porportional, 
vision must be at least 20/100 
corected to 20/20 and applicants 
must have a Virginia driver's 
license or be able to obtain one. 

Koscho said that four other 
requirements must be met. First, 
the applicant must not have used 
marijuana within the last 12 mon- 
ths; past use of any 
hallucinagenic substance is not 
allowed; any untruthfulness on 
the application or during the in- 
terview is not allowed; and any 
undetected direct involvement or 



an incident/incidents which make 
the applicant chargable with a 
felony under Virginia State law 
or crime involving moral tur- 
pitude woitfd disqualify the ap- 
plicant. 

Though the department has no 
quotas, said Koscho, "we would 
like to SM as many minorities add 
womm apply as possible. " 

Starting salary for a police 
recruit is $18,096 annually and 
for a Virginia certified 
policeman, the salary is S19,019 
annually.

State Boards reprimand two from Beach 



A Virginia Beach veterinarian 
has been reprimanded by the 
Virginia Board of Veterinary 
Medicine for not keeping ac- 
curate records of controlled 
drugs. 

The charges against Dr. Mark 
H. Honaker, a veterinarian in 
charge of the Tidewater 
Veterinary Emergency Center, 
stemmed from a Sept. 1986 audit 
by an inspector for the Depart- 
ment of Health Regulatory Boar- 
ds. 

A board spokesman em- 
phasized that the violations were 
simply a matter of inadequate 
record-keeping and did not in- 
volve any diversion or illegal use 
of controlled drugs. 

Honaker was also fined $250 
but payment was stayed on the 



condition there be no further 
record-keeping violations for two 

years. 

In another action, the Stated 
Board of Nursing placed on one- 
year's probation the registered 
nursing license of Gale M. Har- 
tley of Virginia Beach for failure 
to maintain proper controlled 
drug records while employed at 
Virginia Beach General Hospital 
in March 1986. 

A board spokesman said im- 
proper record-keeping can have 
the serious consequences of 
patients receiving too much 
medication or not enough. 

There was neither a charge nor 
a finding that Hartley was in- 
volved in the unauthorized per- 
sonal use of controlled drup.

When the doors open, the 
facility will have 105,000 
new books, 8,000 reference 
books moved from the 
Reference Division at 
Bay sick, and chose to 40,000 
microfilms, f videos and 

150,000 selections 
available. 

over-used area facilities, but, she 
said, "each area library has its 
own clientele which will continue 
to go there." 

The two area libraries which 
will be most affected by the cen- 
tral library are the Great Neck 
and Bayside branches, Barkley 
said. 

Both Great Neck, which now 
bouses the support services for 
the city's library system, and 
Bayside, which is where the 
librsy system's general reference 
bureau is located, will gain the 
extra space when both of those 
library divisions are moved to the 
central library. 

&u-kley said the larger size of 
the central library is definetely a 



plus for those who use it. Instead 
of having similar services being 
crowded together as they are at 
the branch libraries, she said, the 
new library will separate services, 
, making it easier to get the needed 
infcnniation. 

"We hope by separ^ng the 
functions we can provide better 
sa-vice."sheiaid. 

BaMWWil^^ia^ ihe was 
hired as cetitrai librarian last 
November, she has been 
prinuuily involved in hiring staff 
and working on the interior 
design of the building. She said 
one of the building's strengths is 
it "was plaimed with the user's 
ease in mind." 

An example of this, she said, 
are the new library's two meeting 
rooms and the 250-seat 
auditorium. She said survey 
results from the area round the 
library showed there were a num- 
ber of lai^e auditoriums located 
in sdiools, but there was a need 
for something smaller, for 
medium-sized groups. 

Other features for public use, 
said Sims, will be the new video 
and compact disc collection of 
educational and instructional

Our dected officials on city council are always in 
the spotfght iNkh they m^e a deciaon. Tlw 
nature of political decision making is, no matter 
what is decided, someone isn't goii^ to like it. 

But of all the issues city council has faced in the 
past, none looks as multifac^ed and di^teult to 
handle as the upcoming decisions regarding the 
proposed Southrastem Expressway. 

Confusion over the route it will take through 
the southeastern section of the city leaves the coun- 
dl in a dif ficul^pc^ition, hesitant to laakt any firm 
decision about land n>ning in the possible construc- 
tion i^ths. Coundl membors are wedged b^ween a 
rock and a hard pUux and tl^ are starting to fed 
the squeeze. But the dedfions they make now are 
just as important as those in the future. Each 
dedsion will dther cloud or clarify the issue. 

What mak^ the Southeast^n Expressway issue 
e^en more difficult is it inchides all the "hot 
potato" issues council has had to deal with tied into 
one big packj^e. 

The dty's growth/no growth issue along with the 
"Green Line" has pushed much devel(^ment in the 
northern half of Virginia Beach. The traffic created 
by the rapid urbanization is now becoming a bur- 
d(m on the road systeqi, making the expressway 
more important. 

Confusion over the route it will take 
through the southeastern section of the city 
leaves the council in a difficult position, 
hesitant to make any firm decision about 
land zoning in the possible construction 
paths. Council members are wedged bet- 
ween a rock and a hard place and they are 
starting to feel the squeeze. But the 
decisions they make now are just as impor- 
tant as those in the future. Each decision 
will either cloud or clarify the issue. 

City coundl also recognized the importance of 
the tourist industry to the health of the local 
economy. If the Southeastern Expressway would 
help those who commute to the dty, that would be 
nice. That it would facilitate the coming and going 
of tourists to the area, making their travels a little 
nicer, is even better. 

Then there is the project's environmental impact. 
Some of the hestitation of dedding on the express- 
way's final route hinges on whether the Army Cor- 
ps of Engineers will allow it to be built over fragile 
wetlands. Council has wrestled a long time with 
balancing growth and environmental issues. 

The expressway is a big project. When you are 
dealing with $200 million, it is wise to go slowly and 
not make any mistakes. But going slowly must not 
be confused with avoiding or dodging the issue. 

The city council is going to step on someone's 
toes no matter what it does. — J.D.B. 

New library Strengthens dty 

When the new Central Library in Virginia Beach 
is completed, it will be a big feather m the dty's 
c^. Along with the area's educational institutions, 
this public library is more than a collection of 
books — it represents the dty's commitment to 
the intell«:tual growth and development of its 
citizens. 

In the midst of the questionable use of public 
funds for various dty projects, the nearly $11 
million allocated to the creation of this library 
facility will be well worth the mooQr and be a long 
run benefit to the dty. 

The dty has suffered too long with an inadequate 
library system. As the dty has grown, the existing 
small buildings have been bursting at the s«mis and 
have needed the new space just to keep pace with 
the demands of its patrons. The small space also 
hindred the ability of patrons to obtain infor- 
mation available to them. The library staff has 
work«i hard under the drcumstancn, but have 
been hampered by the lack of sp»». 

While the patrons will toiefit by the incr«ised 
research materials and aesthetic surroundings, the 
library's meeting rooms and 250-seat auditorium 
will be a benefit to man^ civic groui^ and 
organizations who need fadlities for their 
meetings. 

On top of all die new technolf^ int^rated ii^ 
the research fadUti», the buil^ig itsdf has beoi 
designed with the latot eoergit effidoit foUures 
that will make it cost le» to run b<Mh summo- and 
winter.

What is happening to our air quality? 



The qwdity of our air has im- 
proved significantly since the 
dean Air Act was passed more 
tluua a decade ago. 

However, the country remains 
plagued by a lethal array of 
choaical air p<Autants~maiiy of 
wid(^ Ittve been larg^ igaotei 
1^ federal regulators. 

The 1970 Clean Air Act gives 
the federal government autliority 
to control all airborne toxic 
chendcals. 

But aoocvding to the National 
^X^kUife Federatioo's annul Ea-^ 
vironmoital Quality Intfex, only 
six out of aiq^roximately 2,000 
substances have bera r^ulated. 
Hieothas areq)ewed largdy un- 
contnriled into Uie environment. 

I^udies show that more than 62 
miUitm pounds of highly tpxic 
chemicals are rdeased annuidh^ 
hito the air from some 300 
manufacturing plants in 34 
states. '^ 

The list includes more Uian 8 
million pounds of methylene 
chloride and some 3 million 
pounds of benzene and butadioi- 
ce. All are known or suspected 
cancer-causing substances. 

Add rain, too, remains a serious 
problon in many parts of the 



country. Although the Reagan 
administration announ^ last 
year that action (m aad rain is 
necessary, the levels, jt)f„tJK^, 
pollutants that cause it — sulfur 
dioxide and nitrogent oxides — > 
continue to edge upward. | 

AcccMtiing to (he Enviromnm- { 
tal Protection Agency, the 
amount of tlMse poUutants m the 
ah increased 2 pncent each in 
1984 over the previous year. The 
sulfur and nitrc^en onissions are 
esaoitially cnised by automobile 
eidiaust md industries wuig coal 
and other fossil fuel-burning, 
boilen aiui power pUmts. They' 
are known to be hazardous to 
humans, particularly to m- 
dividuals with respiratory 
diseases. 

^d ram also is takmg a heavy 
toll on the environment. New 
evid^x shows that at least IS 
percflit of the lakes m He4, 
Hampsiiire and Rhode tshoid and 
at least 60 percent of those ui 
Massachusetts and Maine will be 
seriously damaged if add rainfall 
contmues. 

In the upper Midwest r^on, 
EPA researchers found that 43 
percent of the lakes could become 
devoid of all life as a result of 



high Acidity. In addition, a 
Br^okhaven National 
Laboratory study indicated that 
add rain can cause accelerated 
weathering of homes, buildings 
and other structures. 

As a r»ult, some people may 
have to repaint, rq^ace rusted 
foices and do other outdoor 
maintenance more frequently. 
Such maintraance can cost each 
resident of Chicago an estimated 
$43 annually, each Cleveland 
resident S28, and each Louisville 
resident $13. 

An«)th» pollutant threatenkg 
metropolitan areas is ozone. Ac- 
cording to Janet Hathaway, 
legislative representative with the 
National Wildlife Federation, 
"Unlike ozone in the upper at- 
mosphere, which absorbs 
destructive solu' radiation, ozone 
produoed at ground level is har- 
mAd-aad imllioos of people are > 
affected." "Lower atmospho-e '- 
ozone is formed when gasoUne 
vapors and other hydrocarbons 
and nitrogen oxides react in the 
air with sunlight. 

Regulated since 1970, ozone 
levels declined nationally by 
about 10 percent between 1983 
and 1984.

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Pocono Joe 
comes alive 

You've heard Of 

VFW — Veterans of Fordgn 
War; weH, I am a VFSC — 
VetH-an of Frightful Summer 
Camp. 

Though my experience is not 
loigthy, I consider that my time 
spent in cabins and tents 
qualifies me as an expert. 

Whenever I have shared my 
summer camp stories with 
others who have survived the 
adventures of roughuig it, I 
have found all camps have one 
thing in common. Every camp 
apparently has a mysterious 
murderer or psychopathic killer 
silently lurking in the hills and 
forests around the campgroun- 
ds. 

In my last tour of duty as a 
counselor at a posh camp 
located in eastern Peo- 
ns]rlvania, it wasn't long before 
the stories of "Pocono Joe" 
started to make thdr rounds. 

Pocono Joe is, I think, very 
typical of what you would fmd 
at any other camp. Others 
might be known by diffa-mt 
names — Hookman Harry, 
Axman Al, Wildman Willy or 
Mad Mike — but theh stories 
usually revolve around similar 
scenarios. 

Pocono Joe, the story goes, 
lived a few miles away from the 
camp. Though he was poor, he 
worked hard, was a quiet and 
gentle man and had a met son. 
Thai tragedy struck. 

Pocono Joe was too poor to 
send his son to camp but the 
son, seeing all kids having so 
much )fun, visited the camp- 
ground one day. No one knows 
how it happened, but the httle 
-b^-^f^-Hnto -<^a-MEe"-«Bd 
drowned. • i^ ^m 

Pocono Joe nevar ftt W^ 
the accident, they say, and 
when his wife died a few years 
later, Pocono Joe became more 
and more anti-sodal. Poccmo 
Joe finally went crazy and was 
pbtced in a state asylum for the 
insane. 

That was 10 years ago. Now, 
news reports on the radio say he 
esciqjed. 

Now, to effectively use this 
type of horror story at camp, it 
must be remembered what the 
purpose is — to control the 
othowise uncontrollable little 
brats that came to camp. When 
you work at a camp as a coun- 
selor, you are not allowed to 
punish the kids and they soon 
learn it. 

TTie only way to have any 
control is introduce "Pocono 
Joe" to Uiem and tell them if 
they start getting out of line, 
sneakmg out of the cabin or 
trying to get out of camp ac- 
tivities, they'd better be 
careful — Pocono Joe is 
around. The last kid he found 
was nevn heard from again. 

At the camp where I work«l, 
most of the kids were there for 
eight weeks. By the fourth or fif- 
th week, all my 10-year-old 
boys knew that there was little I 
could do to make them do what 
I wanted. My only weapon was 
their fear of the unknown. 

Take a a)cky ten-year-old 
who thinks he is hot stuff, and 
place him in the wilds of nature 
all alone and it won't be long 
before he starts imagining 
creature of all sorts. I just 
helped his magination a little 
with a story or two of Poa)no 
Joe. 

From the fifth week on, all 
the counselors were in cahoots, 
seating ways to make Poosno 
Joe a little more believable. 
With the right timing, new 
evidence of Joe's existwice m 
the area and even in the camp 
itself was rumcMr^. As darknns 
fell each evening, my oKksure 
adolesents became putty in my 
hands knowing that 1 was theff 
only real security against 
whatever monsto- was lurking 
in the night's shadows.

Well, no OM ac- 
tually saw him, but a wdl or- 
chestotited cba% through tin 
ounp's cabin area with coun- 
Klors shouting, "There he is!"

Be careful not to overload 
household electrical circuits

The summo* months are here 
to stay in Virginia Beach and 
everyone will be turning on their 
air conditioners and fans. This 
may cause some household cir- 
cuits to overload. 

Please consider these helpful 
safety tips so you won't have any 
electrical problems this summer. 

Replace the air filters or 
vacuum them. By doing this there 
is less strain on the fan motor. 
Cut tall grass and weeds away 
from the outside unit for the 
same reason. 

If you have to use an extention 
cord for the window type air 
conditioner, purchase a commer- 
cial or heavy duty type. Check 
the existing ooid for fraying or 
cracking and replace if necessary. 

If the circuit panel feels warm 
to the touch, you have a problem. 
Contact an electrician and he will 
decide if you need a new circuit 
breaker or a larger circuit put in. 

If the circuit kicks out con- 
tinously, there is a serious 
problem. Do not use the unit and 



c^ an electrician immediately. 

Never use tape to ho,ld circuit 
breakers in the "on" position. 
The breaker is designed to kick 
out so you won't have an elec- 
trical fire. 

If you smell electrical wires 
burning, call the fire department 
immediately and get out of the 
house. If possible, simply pull the 
main circuit breaker to Idll all the 
power throughout the house and 
wait for the fire department to 
arrive — that's only if con- 
ditions permit you to reach the 
circuit panel. 

Please label the circuit panel 
with the exact location that each 
breaker controls -^ this will help 
the firefighters and the 
homeowner in an emergency. 

Portable fans do not promote 
much of a fire hazard but their 
use needs to be addressed for 
safety sake. 

Keep all fan blade guards in 
place. Unplug the cord and check 
the cord for fraying and 
cracking — replace if nec^sary. 

If the motor is very hot or the 
fan is old, have it checked out or 
replace it. 

Please enjoy the summer mon- 
ths by checking out and doing 
preventive maintenance on the air 
conditioners in your home. Your 
Virginia Beach professional fire- 
fighters will have an increased 
number of electrically related 
fires, so please help us. 

Drop by any fire station and 
ask for a pamplet on fire safety.

The staff 
recommends immediate funding 
for the engineering design on the 
water projects. 

Recommendations also in- 
clude: 

•Establishing a multi-year 
program to provide water service 
to the 35 neighborhoods. The 
water projects could be com- 
pleted in five to seven years, but 
if sewer were added to 27 of the 
projects, the program would take 
15 to 17 years to complete. 

•Providing sanitary sewer ser- 
vices concurrently with water 
projects for only the neigh- 
borhoods that submit formal 
petition requests with 51 percent 
or more of the property owners 
requesting sewer service. 

•Authorizing revenue bond 
sales of $4 million a year to 
provide funding for the new 
projects. 

•Authorizing one additional 
position in the Public Utilities 
Department Fiscal Year 
Operating 1988 budget. 

•Using city personnel and 
equipment to install smaller 
projects of less than $100,000 
each. 

•Funding immediate sanitary 
sewer service to Larkspur along 
with the Larkspur water project 
which is in the first 17 water 
projects. 



Warnstaff said that the 35 
water projects will cost an 
estimated $17.3 million. Sewer for 
the 27 of the 35 projects which do 
not have sanitary sewer scrvke will 
cost an estimated $26.9 million. 

Under the plan, funding for 
the projects would be by the sale 
of $4 million in revenue bonds a 
year for five years for the water 
projects alone and for 15 years 
for both the water and sewer 
projects. 

Of the 27 neighborhoods 
without city sewer service, War- 
nstaff said that four have in- 
dicated a high interest (57 to 90 
percent) in having city sewer ser- 
vice. He added, however, that 
sometimes people show an in- 
terest in sewer until they are ad- 
vised of the associated costs. 

The average cost of the first 17 
projects, Warnstaff said, came to 
$4,000 with the city getting back 
$700 to $800 per lot in fees. 

Sewer costs may vary from 
$5,000 to $15,000 a lot with the 
line fees coming to $1,000 to 
$2,000 a lot. 

If the program is approved by 
Council, the staff would iiKor- 
porate the program in the next 
Capital Improvement Program 
and request the Council to 
authorize funding from the 
Water and Sewer Fund for the 
Larkspur sanitary sewer 
engineering design ($80,000); 
authorize funding from the water 
and sewer fund of $992,000 for 
the engineering design for the 
next nine neighborhood projects 
($574,000 water - nine projects, 
and $418,000 sewer - six projects) 
~ the sewer design would be 
initiated if petitions are submit- 
ted and the 51 percent level is 
reached and authorize one new 
civil engineer (furniture and 
equipment) in the 1987-88 budget 
from the operating budget's 
reserve for contingencies. 
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The more Virginia Beach, 
Chesapeake and Portsmouth 
senior citizens know about aging 
and the elderly, the better equip- 
ped they ^e to understand the 
pleasures of growing older. 

The following information 
allows seniors to realize they are 
not alone in their golden years, 
and should expect to many, many 
more happy times ahead. 

•Most older people are healthy 
and lead active, satisfying lives. 
A 1985 survey found that 69% 
reported their health as exc^ent 
or good. A 1981 survey found 
that one-fourth spent 'a lot of 
time' exercising and that large 
majorities had gone shopping, 
eaten at a restaurant, attended 
church or synagogue, or visited 
the home of a neighbor or 
relative in the previous month. 

•According to a 1982 national 
survey, there were about 5.1 
million people 65 years or older 
living in the community who need 
the assistance of another person 
or a special aid to perform one or 
more selected personal care or 
home management activities. 
This figure represented 20% of 
all noninstitutionalized older 
people in the country. 

•The percentage needing 
assistance was higher for older 
women (22%) than for older men 
(17%). The percentage also rose 
rapidly with age. Only 14% of 
people 65-74 years of age 
required such help compared to 
26% of people 75-84 and 48% 
(or almost halO of those 85 years 
or older. 



•Some of the activities which 
caused the most difficulty for 
older people (as reported in. the 
1984 survey) are as follows: 

*^ Heavy work around the 
house (3.8 million, 14.8%) 

t' Shopping for grocerin (2.9 
million, 11.4%) 

»^Going places outside 
walking distance (2.4 million, 
9.3%) 

•^Bathing (2.1 million, 8.4%) 

»^ Doing laundry (2.1 million, 
8.1%) 

r' Getting around outside (2.0 
million, 8%) 

•^Preparing meals (1.5 
million, 6.0%) , 

** Getting in or out of bed(1.3 
million, 5.2%) uid 

•^Managing one's own money 
(1.3 million, 5.1%) 

In addition, about 2.1 million 
(8.3%) were impaired in their 
cognitive functioning and 1.2 
million (4.8%) experienced 
problems with continence. 

•Among the unpaid caregivers 
of elderly people who required 
personal assistance in 1982, over 
one-third (36%) were spouses, a 
similar percentage were children 
(37%), and about one-fourth 
(27%) were other relatives or 
nonrelatives. Most (72%) were 
women and over one^hird (36%) 
were themselves elderly (65 years 
or older). Conflicting demands 
on the caregivers' time were 
common. One-fifth (21%) had 
children under 18 in the 
household, idxwt 9% had quit 
their jobs to become a caregiver, 
and 20% had smne form of work

Results of the 1986-1987 Scien- 
ce Research Associates (SRA) 
»:hievement test, administered to 
all Virginia students in grades 4, 8 
and 11, show that Virginia Beach 
students continue to score well 
above the national average (50th 
percentile). 

The SRA achievement test is 
the primary component of the 
Virginia State Assessment 
Program, reported to the General 
Assembly of Virginia, the State 
Board of Education, and to the 
general public on how school 
systems compare nationally and 
within the State of Virginia. 

The 1987 Virginia Beach SRA 
test results reaffirm indication of 
earlier measures of program per- 
formance and student 



achievement; Virginia Beach 
students continue to perform at 
leveb ngnificiBtly higher tlum 
the average for their national, 
state, and local area counterpar- 
ts. 

Fourth graders scored at the 
71st percentile on the composite 
of reading, math, and language 
arts tests; eighth graders scored at 
the 66th percentile, and 11th 
graders scored at the 69th percen- 
tile. 

A 70th percentil average level 
of performance, for instance, 
means that a Virginia Beach 
student's achievement is as high 
or higher than 70 pen»tt of 
students nationwide who took the 
test. 



Disabled and senior citizen residents 
^ may qualify for tax reduction program 

The General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Virginia and the 
city council of Virginia Beach have provided a program of exemption, 
deferral or freeze of real estate taxes for qualifying Virginia Beach 
residents. 

Applications for the tax year July 1, 1987, through June 30, 1988, 
will be taken in the Real Estate Assessor's Office, City Hall, by appoin- 
tment only through June 30. 

Inquiries from senior citizens and disabled persons are welcome. 

To qualify, citizens must be 65-years-old or older or be totally 
disabled (no age limit). 

Also, the following requirements must be met. A person's 'annual 
household income must not exceed $18,000 (the first $5,000 of income 
of each relative living in the dwelling other than spouse of the Owner is 
excluded) and net worth must not exce^ $50,000 (with the principle 
residence being excluded). 

The last requirement is that applicants must have mided in Virginia 
Beach for at least two years.

The higher the percentile scores 
are to begin with, the greater the 
difficulty in p(»ting any real 
change frcHn yeuc to year, par- 
ticularly when more than 13,000 
students in a school division take 
the test, as in Virginia Beach. 
Last year, 11th graders scored 
one percentile point lower; eighth 
graders, two percentile points 
lower; and fourth graders, three 
percentile points higher. 

The Virginia Department of 
Education has used the same test 
in school divisions across the 
state since 1982, but 1987 was the 
last year that the test will be used. 
A new test will be administered 
next year based on updated nor- 
ms, but which standardized test 
will be given to Virginia students 
has not yet been determined by 
the State Board of Education. 

Of the 1987 scores in Virginia 
Beach, Division Superintendent 
Dr. E. E. Brickell said, "I am 
always pleased with our high 
scores. They consistently show 
that our schools are providing 
education of the highest 
quality."

House renews commitment to older Americans 




Congressman Owen Pickett 

The House of Repreisentatives 
recently voted overwhelmingly 
last week to extend through 1991 
the Older Americans Act of 1965, 
which has helped thousands of 
elderly Americans increase their 
independence and lead more 
productive lives. 

The House vote was a wise one 
indeed. Since its inception, the 
Oldo- Americans Act has offered 
strong support to state and local 
agencies that manage senior 
citizeA^' centers; transportation 
and nutrition services, including 
the very popular "meals on 
wheds'' program; and legal and 
en^>lbyment assistance. 

The Older Americans Act is 
also a principal source of funding 
|e^ much of the federally- 



conducted research into 
Alzheimer's Disease and other 
acute problems faced by the 
elderly. It represents a true part- 
nership between the federal 
government and the states. 

Uiuier the bill we approved, 
approximately $1 .6 billion will be 
available to sustain these 
programs next year. Also in- 
cluded in the bill U a new 
initiative to provide in-home ser- 
vices to the "frail elderly," and 
an expansion of an existing om- 
budsman program that in- 
vestigates complaints of abuse 
and neglect in nursing homes and 
other long-term care facilities. 

Hampton Roads, which boasts 
a large and very active seniors 
community, stands much to gain 
from our extetision of the Older 
Americans Act. Last year, the 
Southeastern Virginia Area-wide 
Model Program (SEVAMP), the 
lead agency for Older Americans 
propams in Norfolk, Virginia 
Beach and several other local 
jurisdictions, received ap- 
proximately $2 million under the 
act. 

Those funds helped to support 
18 senior-citizens centers in the 
Second Congressional District, 
pla<xs where the elderly can 
receive day care and engage in ar- 
ts. Crafts and other activities. 

They enabled SEVAMP to sw- 
ve more than 297,000 congregate 
and homebound meals to the 



elderiy last year alone. And fun- 
ding from the Older Americans 
Act has made it possible for 
SEVAMP to maintain a fleet of 
cars and vans that take oldor 
citiz ens shopping, to the doctor 
and to other places vital to in- 
dependence. 

We live in an era in which the 
typical retiring American can 
look forward to witnessing a 
whole new generation. Statistics 
indicate that an average 65-year- 
old man can look forward to 15 
more years; a woman 19 more 
years. 

While this so-called 
"Longevity Revolution" is a 
cause for cdebration, it is also a 
source of national challenge. 

We face the responsibility of 
providing adequate health care to 
our aging population. We face 
the opportunity of drawing on 
the wealth of talmt ami experien- 
ce' that elderiy petite have to of- 
fer, resources that 8K only now 
being fully realized. 

And we must strive to ensure 
that semoT citizens enj(^ the 
wukst possible indqwndoioe. 

With its provisions for 
nutrition, transportation, legal 
and medical as«stance, the Older 
Americans Act has for two 
decades advanced these objec- 
tives. I am hopeful that the 
Senate wUmon join the House 
in reauthorizing it.

Pesticide care is important

Most pesticides on the market 
today can be potentiaUy harmful 
to Vkginia Beach residents if th^ 
get on or into the body. 
However, {proper selection and 
care of clothing can hc^p reduce 
the hazard of pesticide ap- 
plication. 

Pesticides are classified into 
three levels of toxicity. The more 
toxic a pesticide, the more care 
should be taken in protection 
against contamination and in 
laundering clothes. 

Look for the words in the 
following table to determine toxic 
level. 



—Use the presoak cycle on 
your automatic washer. Let the 
presoak water drain, and then 
refill when fresh water for 
detergent washing. 

•Wear rubber gloves when 
handling contaminated clothes. 
Carefully wash afto- each use and 
use only for this purpose. 

•Wash pesticide-contaminated 
clothes in hot water 140<'F with a 
heavy duty laundry detergent. 

•Don't wash too many clothes 
at one time and use the full wata 
level on the machine. Con- 
taminated clothes need plenty of 
water and room to clean 
properly. 

•Wash for 12-14 minutes and

City needs more north/south roads 



The city's roads all seem to 
go in one direction, remarked 
Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan. "We don't have 
enough going In the other direc- 
tion." 

Councilman Harold 
Heischober repeated a com- 
ment made In state circles that 
"he couldn't understand why 
Virginia Beach didn't build any 
north-south roads." 

The Issue under discussion 
were resolutions requesting the 
Virginia Department of Tran- 
sportation to add four projects 
to the state's six-year Im- 
provement program budget. 

They Include: Military 
Highway from the Norfolk city 
limits to the Chesapeake city 
limits (six lanes of an ultimate 
dght-lane divided highway ex- 
tending 1 .63 miles.) 

Landstown Road from 
Holland Road to Princess Anne 
Road (four lanes of a future six- 



lane divided highway estending 
1.14 miles) 

South Plaza TraU from Prin- 
ces Anne Road to Independen- 
ce Boulevard, a four-lane 
divided highway with separate 
bike trails extending 4,200 feet. 
''Salem Road, from Ferrell 
Parkway toLynnhaven Park- 
way, a six-lane divided highway 
with bike trail extending 2;500 
feet. 

Since the projects will be 
placed at the end of the six-year 
program, McClanan said that 
she had hoped the South Plaza 
Trail project could be addressed 
sooner. 

City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck said that If the 
dty finds it can build the road 
sooner. It can be removed from 
the State plan and another 
project put In its place. 

The resolutions were adopts 
by a vote of 9-0. Mayor Robert 
G. Jonn and Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker were absent.

Inquiries from senior citizens and disaUed persons are welcome. 

To qualify, citizens must be 6S-years-old or older or be totally 
disabled (no age limit). 

Also, the foUowing requirements must be met. A person's annual 
household income must not exceed $18,000 (the first $5,000 of income 
of each relative living in the dwelling otlier than spouse of the own»^ Is 
excluded) and net worth must not exceed SSO.OOO (with the principle 
residence being excluded). 

The last requirement is that applicants must have raided in Virginia 
Beach for at least two years.

In four years the water bill of 
the average water customer in 
Virginia Beach will be ap- 
proximately 50 pcrcait greater 
than it is now if Council adopts 
recommendations of consultants. 

Even so, the customers will be 
gating a "heck of a bargain," 
said William H. Richardson, 
engineer with Alvord, Burdick & 
Howson, consultants. 

Consultants at a workshop 
Monday afternoon recommen- 
ded annual rate increase during

Last month I wrote to en- 
courage each of you to attend a 
public hearing to receive input on 
whether or not the state should 
fund a program which would 
place a counselor in every 
elementary school in the state. 

The hearing, conducted by 
members of the State Department 



of Education, listened patiently 
to well ovor 100 citizens, parents, 
and professionals express their 
opi!iion|On the subject. 

While I could understand, and 
in most cases appreciate, the 
jMsitfons of those who spoke 
against the state's proposal on 
elementary counselors, I was 
dismayed at the number of 
distortions and errors in fact that 
seemed to permeate the content 
of their aifuments. 

I was talking with the only two 
donaitary counselors that were 
active this past year in Virginia 
Beach, and I find that: 

•God is not pre-empted as the 
ultimate counselor in their con- 
sultations with children. In fact, 
every effort is made to avoid 
discussions concerning religion or 



other basic values. 

•What don take place is in- 
dividual and small group coun- 
seling with students who are 
referred by their teachers or 
parents, or come in themselves to 
receive help for a myriad of 
needs. 

SmaU group counseling doa 
not take place unless the parents 
of the children involve are 
notified and approve each child's 
participation. 

•Counselors do not force their 
personal value systems on the 
chUdren they serve. 

•As stated above, they do thdr 
utmost to stay out of these areas 
and to deal «dth peer interaction, 
school adjustment problems, and 
other issues common with 
elemoitary age children. 



Pumpers relocate duMng large fires 




There are 16 fire stations in 
Virginia Beach. Every station has 
at least on pumper in it. 

Five stations have a ladder 
truck housed there and three 
stations ha^e two pumpers 
housed inside. 

Whenever there is a large fire 
requiring many pumpers, the Vir- 
ginia Beach Fire Department 
moves or relocates several of 



these pumpers to fill the void 
created at the fire stations. The 
way it works is like this: 

Say a buikling caught on fire in 
CoU^e Park; fire units from the 
College Park Fire Station (#10) 
and tihe Itonpsville Fire Station 
(19) would respond. 

If the fire was large enoup* 
and the fire units were going to 
stay for a long period of time, a 
pumper from one of the stations 
with two pumpers would be 
rdocated to the onpty station. 

The fire stations with two 
pumpers are the Beach Borough, 
College Park and the Plaza fire 
station. 

One of the largest fires in 
Virguiia Beach occurred during 
May of this year and a total of 10 
pumpers and two ladder trucks 
were required to control the 
blaze. 

This fire required 60 percent of 



our city's fire apparatus. A 
phone call was made to the Nor- 
folk wad Chesapeake fire depatt- 
ments, and fire units from those 
two citys relocated to sevml 
Virginia Beach fire stations 
during the course of this major 
fire. 

Virginia Beach fire units have 
relocated to Chesapeake Fire 
Stations many times in the past. 

The pumpers in Virginia Beach 
are manned by paid professional 
firefightffs. Ilu-ee firefighters on 
the pumpers and three 
firefighters on the ladder trucks is 
the average. 

So when ever there is a m^jor 
fu-e in Virginia Beach, you can 
rest assured that the firef^ters 
are doing their best to keep the 
entiiv city protected. 

Drop by your ' nearest fire 
station and visit with your 
firefighters. Think fire safety.

Spon- 
sored by the Virginia Beach Con- 
stitution's Celebration Com- 
mission and the Frands Land 
Chapter Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the evmt 
is a major focus of the city's 
commemoration of the Bicenten- 
nial of the United States Con- 
stitution.

Believed to have been built in 
1732, the year ground was broken 
for Independence Hall in 
PMUuielfrfiia and the year of 
George Washington's birth, the 
house was constructed by Capt.

As a burgess representing Prin- 
cva Anne county in the Colonial 
Capitol in Williunsburg, Land 
helped shape tl^ early history of 
our democratic forin of gover- 
ment. 

The date chosen for the 
naturalization ceremony is

Orou{» of six to tea parents 
talk about thdr parentii^ skills 
and learn new skills in discussions 
facilitated by the counselor. 

Both counsdcm make re«ly 
use of community agoides to 
assist than in thdr roles, in- 
duding the dty's Comprehensive 
Mental Health Sovice and the 
Navy Family Services Agency. 

Traditionally, to be referred to 
the prindpal or asustant prin- 
dpal was a amative stigma and 
sign of failure. How many times 
do studmts refer themsdves to an 
administrator? 

Increasingly, students are 
becoming romfortabte aou^ hi 
two of our schools to refa tliem- 
selves to a counselOT. Generally, 



one or two visits is all it takes. 

Occasionally, a visit a week for 
a few weeks is necessary. Beyond 
that, a formal referral to an ap- 
propriate agency, in consultation 
with the parents, may be 
necessary. 

Ndther of these counselon see 
themselves as practidng psycho- 
therapy. They are not trained for 
it and have no desire to get into 
those areas as demmtary coun- 
selors. 

They have the time in a one-on- 
one, or a small group sdting to 
do what the classroom teacher 
simply doesn't have the time or 
training to do. 

TTiey see themsdves as die first- 
line of remedy to normal 
problems of growing up, and as 
frirads and good listeners for our 
children. 

What little boy or girl couldn't 
use a good listener and a friend 
now and then?

The four-year increase for the 
commercial user would range 
from $56.99 to 63.96 pwcent and 
for institutional customiers from 
59.89 percent to 59.18 percent, 
iHued on the meter size. 

Richardson said that the 5/8 
inch meter siM, used by residen- 
tial customers, accounts for 95 
percent of the system. 

Consultants recommended no 
incmse in the sewer rates during 
the same period.

« They reconmiended an increase 
iA the charge, under the Wheeling 



Contract, for transferring water 
from Norfolk through the 
Virginia Beach distribution city 
for service to the Ocean Naval 
Air Station and other military in- 
stallations. The present charge of 
Hve cents per 1000 gallons was 
founds "significantly 

inadequate." A recommended 
increase to 37 cents would in- 
crease the revenue from $37,000 
to $270,000 per year. 

Consultants recommended the 
gradual increase in rates to soften 
the financial burden of present 
consumers. The city adjusted its 
rates in 1981 and in 1983 when 
the water rates were increased by 
12.5 percent and the sewer 
charges by 35 percent;

Presiding judges have the 
authority at any time to prohibit 
the use of cameras in the cour- 
troom. All cameras will be 
barred from the courtroom 
during cases involving adoptions, 
sexual offenses and trade secrets. 
Wtai c^ma^ «e allowed, police 
informants, victims of sex 
crimes, lawyer-client and judge- 
lawyer confn'ences, jurors and 
minors (even if tried as adults) 
may not be photographed. 

Other restrictions on the media 
require no more than two 
television cameras, one still 
photographers and one audio 
recorder in the courtroom, To 
meet the needs of additional 
newspeople, coverage will be 
"pooled" with the information 
of any individual case being made 
available to all media at the same 
time. 

"It's going to take some 
cooperation of the media," said 
Whitehurst. he said there will 
also be some adjustments made 
by the court to accomodate the 



new feature, but for the most 
part, the burden of the will be on 
the media to handle the details. 

One of the more difficult 
aspects of the experiment is get- 
ting everything ironed out 
quickly. The experiment is sup- 
posed to begin July 1 and with at- 
tention being focused on the 
Michael and Karen Diehl cases, 
which will begin July 6, many 
details remain unresolved. 

With so little time before the 
cases begin, Whitehurst said he 
hopes to work things out with 
media representatives "as soon as 
possible" but he recognized "it's 
got some glitches in it." 

Because the act provides for 
allowing each party in every case 
to object to media coverage, and 
how cameras in the courtroom 
may affect trials, Whitehurst said 
"it will depend on a case to case 
situation" as to how he will deal 
with the new experiment. 

Once the two-years is com- 
pleted, lawyers, witnesses and 
judges will be polled for their 
response to camera presence as it 
relates to balancing out the con- 
stitutional right of a free trial and 
the freedom of the press to cover

The average bill figures include 
only water usage charges and do 
not include utility taxes or other 
service charges. Nor do they take 
into account the cost of the 
capital prc^am which wold in- 
clude 35 new neighborhood 
projects in the Capital Program. 

The increase are needoi, ac- 
cording to consultants to protect 
the city's half billion dollar in- 
vestment in the waste and sewer 
system. The original cost of the 
system, as of June 30, 1985, is 
estimated at $226 million and the 
projected investment in Lake 
Gaston in the next four years is 
$200 million. 

Richardson said that the rate 
increase will maintain the in- 
tegrity of the self supporting 
utilities system and that the bur- 
den should not be placed on 
others. By adjusting the rates 
now, he said, the city would not 
be mOTtaging the future. 



Richardson added that water 
and sewer are still the greatest 
bargain, that the increase would 
cost only one cent a day per per- 
son, he said, "You cui't buy a 
Coca Cola for 20 cents a day!" 

Also recommended are: 

•A decrease in the minimum 
service availability charges based 
on the meter size (for 5/8 inch 
meters from $3.45 to $3.35). 

•A voluntary system for 
providing funds>for paying utility 
bills for the needy. Customers 
would be asked to add $1 to their 
utility bill voluntarily ($6 a year). 
The funds would be maintained 
in a separate account to pay 
water and sewer charges for the 
needy. 

•Increases in water charges 
including the accotmt initiation 
and reestablishment charge from 
$15 to $20; deliquency, from $10 
to $20; meter testing from $25 to 
$60 for 5/8 to one inch meter, 
$35 to $80 for 1 '/4 to three-inch 



meter, and $50 to $80 for a four- 
inch meter; developer hydrant fee 
from $250 to $310, and a 
decrease in the wat» use charge 
for private fire protection from 
$34.95 to S28.5S. 

•Increases In sewer charges 
inluding sewer connection fee 
from S145 to $225; sewer 
cleanouU from $145 to $225, and 
increases in impact fees in all 
categories. 

Richardson said that water 
costs are si^flcant compared to 
other cmts and would make a 
small impact on the customer. 
He said that Council could not 
wait until it was in a deficit 
situation to raise rates and when 
the costs would be greater. 

If the city did not have the 
Lake Gaston project, it would 
have to have something else, 
which would probably by more 
expensive, he said. 

By taking a stq) each yev, the 



city would be anticipating the 
Wow. ' 

The city's puinping stations, he 
said, are "the best I've ever seen. 
You could eat off the floor. " 

He said the Utilities Depar- 
tment is operating efficiently. 

Councilman John A. Baura 
noted that "water is goin to be 
expensive for everybody. The 
best reservoirs (Norfolk's) htvc 
already been taken. In the West, 
(th^ has b«n) a water shortage 
all along. Here it has been taken 
for granted. Those days are gone 
forever." 

Richardson said that the city 
did not increase the rates, it 
would end up in a deficit 
situation where it could not sell 
bonds. 

Clarence Warnstaff, Public 
Utilities director, said that the 
figures do not include the poten- 
tial purchase price of two private 
utilities companies.

Hogan's Alley is a particularly 
interesting and strategic training 
segment. Named for the FBI 
agent who created a "decision 
village" while stationed in Quan- , 
tico, it's a series of framed win- 
dows and doors with computer 
controlled pop-up cardboard 
characters. The exercise provides 
training in a "shoot/don't 
shoot" situation. 

For an in-depth tour of the new 
facility, there couldn't have been 
a better guide than Officer Cap- 
ps. 

Highly enthusiastic about the 



new site, he carefully explained 
how important it is to combine 
training in officer safety with 
firing skill and decision making 
ability. 

"Running throu|h Hogan's 
Alley, as if it were a real life- 
threatening situation, the officer 
only has a couple of seconds per 
target to assess the situation, 
decide whether or not to shoot, 
and follow through with his 
decision," he said. 

The range isn't just for 
Academy classes. Veteran of- 
fken must be recertified every six 
months, making full use of the 
crater. 

Capps videos the training exer- 
cises, reviewing procedures on a 
television monitor in a classroom 
setting so errors can be spotted 
and corrected. It's a difficult 



process, for student as well as in- 
structor. 

But Cq>i» exemplifies the weary 
essence of a police officer's sear- 
ch fwe^rcdlence. 

His own father was an officer 
for the dty until his death due to 
illness in 1972. And although his 
father certainly influence his 
life, it wasn't the familial tie that 
motivated the range officer's 
decision to join the dq)artment, 
but rather a news story. 

"I had just finished an appren- 
ticeship as a machinist, ami read 
an article in the paper about how 
hard it was to beo>me a police of- 
ficer in Virginia Beach," he said. 
He grinned, remembering the 
challenge of the moment. "So I 
did." 



As I drove away from the inter- 
view, a shadow of guilt followed 

me. I don't consciously give a 
great deal of thought to the police 
officer, per se. I'm afraid — 
like most of us — ■ I assume the 
"men and women in blue" will 
be there when I call, when I'm in 
trouble — when I need them. 

But it takes special people of 
great dedication and commitment 
like MPO Forrest Capps, Lt. 
Drew and his crew — and all the 
others who care so much about 
their profession — to help us en- 
joy the quality of life we're used 
to. 

Well, Daniel T. Maloney — 
the sign's firmly planted, the new 
site's rededicated, and the torch 
is passed.
